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COMMENTS  ON  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births 


Slightly  more  children  were  born  this  year  compared  with 
1951  and  1950.  66  in  1952,  50  in  1951,  63  in  1950.  No  stillbirths 

were  recorded. 

The  Crude  Birth  Rato  was  14*67  per  1,000  estimated  home 
population.  By  applying  the  comparability  factor  of  1.15,  the 
standardised  birth  rate  v/as  16.87. 


DEATHS 

Newer  persons  died  in  1952  compared  with  1951,  55  in 
1952,  70  in  1951,  79  in  1950.  Of  the  55,  29  were  males  and.  2 6  females 

33  were  over  70  years  of  age. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  12.22  per  1,000  estimated  home 
population.  By  applying  the  comparability  factor  of  0.7l,  the 
standardised  death  rate  was  0.68. 

Tho  comparability  factor  is  worked  out  for  each  district 
by  the  Registrar  General.  The  purpose  of  this  factor  is  to  levol  out 
differences  of  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  the 
various  districts  and  enables  more  accurate  comparisons  to  bo  made  of 
birth  and  death  rates  in  other  areas. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  measles 
scarlet  fever,  nor  from  meningococcal  infection.  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths. 

In  1952,  no  child  died  under  one  year  of  age  compared  with 
one  in  1951  and  two  in  1950.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OP  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  at  Bosconbc  has  given 
the  district  generous  service.  The  Laboratory  undertakes  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  foods. 
It  also  examines  specimens  for  diagnosis  in  the  case  of  infectious, 
or  suspected  infectious  diseases. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  Ambulance  Service  of  the  district  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Dorset  County  Council,  operating  day  and  night 
from  the  Civic  Centre.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Bournemouth.  Water  Company  is  the  statutory  water  undertaker  for  the 
area.  ..  The  majority  of  the  water  is  derived  from  a  deep  well  situated 
at  Vvalford,  near  Wirabome.  It  is  chlorinated  and  softened. 

9  samples  of  main  water  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  have  given 
highly  satisfactory  results. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  twenty  one  premises  used  water  from 
twelve  shallow  wells.  Nine  wells  have  ceased  being  used  and  the 
premises .are  now  supplied  with  main  water.  The  other  three,  although 
a  potential  danger,  have  not  given  unsatisfactory  samples. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


n  July,  at  the. request  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.
